UP NORMALIZATION PROCESS BY BRINGING GREEK GOVERNMENT UNDER 
FIRE FROM EXTREME LEFT AND RIGHT. ALTHOUGH MARKEZINIS HAS 
CANCELLED SCHEDULED PRESS CONFERENCE DURING WHICH HE HAD 
PLANNED TO DISCUSS ELECTORAL PROCESS, PAPADOPOULOS HAS
